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Gentlemen of the City Council: 


In accordance with custom, long’ established, it 
becomes my duty to make a brief retrospective survey of 
the work of the City Government for the past twelve 
months, and make such suggestions, or recommendations 
for the future conduct of our municipal affairs as may at 
this time appear to me to be appropriate. 


We have been chosen by a majority of the voters of 
the city, and its various wards, to carry on the business of 
this municipality for the ensuing year, and I desire to 
thank those who have been instrumental in again placing 
me in charge of the administration of the affairs of Somers- 
worth. 

To those of you with whom I have been associated 
heretofore, I wish to say that I hope and trust that our 
relations during the coming year may be as congenial and 
harmonious as they have been during the past year, and to 
those of you who have today taken the oath of office as 
new members of this body, I herewith extend a hearty 
welcome, and ask you to co-operate with us in our aim to 
serve the people faithfully and well. 


According to figures presented by our city clerk, I 
find the financial status of the city to be as follows:

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HIGHWAYS AND SIDEWALKS. 


The past year has been a more or less unsatisfactory 
one in so far as improving our highways is concerned; 
with the high price of labor and materials to contend with, 
it has seemed the part of wisdom to keep our streets and 
roads in as good repair as possible, and wait for the time 
when more value could be obtained for our money. 


I advocate strongly the macadamizing of the street 
over the hills on Hamilton, Noble, Mt. Vernon, Grove, 
Highland, Prospect, and Linden streets, with the possible 
exception of one of the hills just named, so that we may 
have one approach to the top of the hill with an entire dirt 
roadbed. Comparatively speaking it cost an exceedingly 
large sum of money to keep the above streets in what was 
a not more than passable condition, during the most of the 
last spring and summer on account of the damage following 
frequent rains. It may not be advisable to go through 
with the undertaking during the coming year, by reason of 
financial conditions, but I believe that such action would 
eventually mean the saving of a considerable sum of money 
to the city. 


Our State road will, in the near future, need atten- 
tion. It has been scraped, patched and repaired until it is 
nearly worn out, and though it may withstand the hard 
usage of one more season, it will soon require an entire 
overhauling to have it in the shape it should be kept in. 
Somersworth has had the reputation of keeping its State 
road in good condition, and we must see that such reputa- 
tion is lived up to. 


Practically nothing has been done in the building of 
sidewalks for the last two years; your committee would 
have done something along this line last year except for 
the fact that materials were impossible to obtain. Our last 
list of appropriations contained an item of seven thousand 
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dollars for sidewalks, of which amount no part was expen- 
ded. I anticipate expending said sum of money for the 
purpose for which it was intended, together with a further 
sum which may be appropriated this year. 

I recommend the building of a granolithic sidewalk on 
High street, from the foot of Highland street to the foot of 
Prospect street; also a granolithic sidewalk on Main street, 
from the foot of Fayette street to Spring street; also a 
granolithic sidewalk on Green street, beginning near the 
Chandler school building and extending therefrom in a 
southerly direction to Franklin street; also a granolithic 
sidewalk on the southerly side of High street from Orange 
street to the head of Washington street. I recommend 
also the building of a concrete walk on the lower end of 
Green street, extending from School street to the Indigo ~ 
Hill road. ? 

Conditions may arise which will not allow of our mak- 
ing all of the above named improvements, but I believe we 
should do all that we are able during the, coming summer 
in the way of building sidewalks. | | 


SCHOOLS. 


The schools of any community are of vital importance 
to its future welfare; everything within reason should be 
done for the improvement of the surroundings of the pupils 
in order to protect their health, raise the moral standing 
and give them the best possible equipment for their life 
work; for the principles early inculcated in them will deter- 
mine their future for good citizenship, or otherwise, but I 
cannot say that I am in sympathy with the present educa- 
tional system in this State. I object, not to the expense, 
although in my opinion the cost is too great for the results 
obtained, but because I believe so many outside matters are 
now brought into the life of a teacher and pupil that neither 
can do his best work. We have now many holidays, also —

many days which are set aside for special observance in one 
way or another, also many new systems coming into vogue 
and old ones going out, and apparently everything of com- 
mon interest which comes up is passed over for our schools 
to handle, so that to me, it is wonderful that our teachers 
get time to prepare and teach, and our pupils find an oppor- 
tunity to learn, those things necessary to a fair education 
in the languages, mathematics, and those subjects which 
schools are primarily supposed to be for. 


I am satisfied that our schools have been doing good 
work during the last year, and the expense as compared 
with other cities has not been exorbitant. 


In recent years our citizenship has materially changed, 
and with the coming of new nationalities, it has been 
deemed advisable to carry on night schools for the benefit 
of those who for one reason or another have heretofore 
been deprived of an education. 


I am given to understand that our local night school 
has proven a success; without doubt night schools have 
become a fixture, and I desire to suggest that at some 
future time, I believe we should have a school building 
especially for night schools and for no other purpose. The 
holding of night schools which are necessarily attended by 
pupils of mature years in the same building where day 
schools are held, attended by younger pupils, must tend to 
affect the morale of the pupils in the day schools in many 
ways which I have not now the time or disposition to dis- 
cuss. 

WATER WORKS. 


The great waste of water which was shown by an 
inspection has been to a considerable extent remedied, by 
the metering of our service, the waste appearing now being 
very much less than during the year 1919; investigation 
showed that the waste in question was brought about by 
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various causes, but continued close watch and metering of 
the system will reduce any waste to a minimum. 


The machinery at the pumping station is in first class 
condition, and except for a few slight repairs about the 
filter station there will be no reason for the expenditure of 
much money along this line. 


The chlorine system which is used for the purification 
of our water has proved very beneficial, but the apparatus 
now in use has become antiquated, and should be changed 
for something more modern. 

The revenue from this department has increased, but 

the expense of maintenance has also increased, and it will 

be a hard proposition to break even as regards expenditures 
and receipts, under our present rate, until it is possible to 
buy coal at a reasonable figure. 


FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


Fire Alarm—The fire alarm system is in first class 
working condition, It requires occasional attention, as 
does any machine, but is at present deing its work ina 
most satisfactory manner. 


Fire Apparatus—The fire apparatus throughout the 
city is in good order and ready for use at any time. Our’ 
department as a whole is in good condition, our chief handi- 
cap being that man power is used instead of motor power 
in responding to alarms. 

This condition we hope to remedy in the near future. 

Engine Houses—During the past year we have newly 
shingled two of our engine houses and painted, papered, 
and repaired inside three. A little more repairing inside 
and our engine houses will be in proper shape to meet all 
requirements. 

FOREST GLADE CEMETERY. 


Owing to the continued increasing costs of labor and 


. 
materials, this department has found it necessary to 
increase the rates charged for the care of lots and graves, 
since the amount of money received for such services has 
not been sufficient to support this item of the cost 
account. This action on the part of the board has been 
the object of some criticism, but it appears to have been the 
only way out of an impossible situation. 

The trust fund has grown very substantially during 
the past year, the income from which at the prevailing rate 
of interest has been judiciously expended, and the depart- 
ment well managed. 

Unfortunately there is not an adequate water supply 
to meet the demands of the cemetery, and such a supply 
should be provided. A gateway is badly needed to improve 
the approach to the cemetery, and it is hoped that some 
means may be provided for such improvement. The 
opportunity is here presented for a suitable memorial to 
some relative or friend. 


PUBLIC LIBRARY. 


The public library has been well, and on the whole, 
economically managed during the last year and no changes 
in regard to the same seem to suggest themselves at the 
present time. We should always bear in mind that our 
library is a most important adjunct to our schools and fur- 
nish therefore a reasonable amount of money for the use of 
this branch of our educational system. 

Gentlemen:—It is not my intention to refer to all the 
departments in our city in detail, for the requirements of 
some must be dealt with according to the various conditions 
which may arise at different times. As for myself, this 
morning marks the beginning of my eighth year in charge 
of the business administration of this city, and never to my 
mind have a mayor and council of Somersworth been con- 
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fronted with a harder proposition financially, than the one 
which we have before us during the next twelve months. 
You must bear in mind at all times that we are servants of 
the city, and our duty first, last, and all the time, is pri- 
marily to look out for the interests of the taxpayers. 


During the few years now last past, taxes have been 
high everywhere, and though this has been a hardship, it 
has been a condition which people have been able to 
endure, because money has been plentiful and wages have 
been high, but now the tendency is in the other direction 
in so far as pay for labor is concerned, and the average 
working man of today in our community, as well as many 
others, has before him the unpleasant task of working for 
less pay than formerly, or perhaps has no job at all, and 
this condition presents itself with no sufficient lowering of 
the prices of necessaries to enable one to live and make 
both ends meet. 

Now the local situation interests us particularly, for 
this reason: Unless something unforeseen occurs, the 
working man, and our city is comprised mostly of working 
men, will not have an’ opportunity to earn this year the 
good pay which he has received in recent years, and in 
order that we may do our share to make life as easy for 
them as we are able, we must exert our utmost endeavors 
to lower our taxes, 

Improvements and changes for the better are a good 
thing if we do not go without our means to obtain them, 
but it is far more incumbent upon us to keep our taxes at a 
low figure, than it is to make any improvement in our city 
which I can think of at this time. Changing conditions 
bring about new problems and we should keep abreast of 
the times and be prepared to solve these new problems as 
they may come before us. One of the great changes in 
the past few months is the one above named which we 
have to meet, namely, the lowering of the price of labor; 
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this is no place for a discussion of the labor question, but I 
must say that the labor situation is one with which I per- 
sonally am not in favor, for although we may all agree that 
prices in all lines must adjust themselves downward, I for 
one, am inclined to feel very strongly that prices of labor 
should not be reduced until prices of the commodities of 
life are lowered very materially from what they are at pres- 
ent. 

In any event, gentlemen, we have a task before us, so 
let us go about our duties in a conscientious, fearless, and 
businesslike manner. There are people in this community 
whom we shall never be able to satisfy, but if we give the 
citizens of Somersworth the best there is in us, the great 
majority will see to it that we receive due credit for our 
efforts when our labors for the year have ended.

During the past year we have had thirty-eight alarms, 
including general, still, and engineer's calls, with a loss of 
$4,700 OO. 

The number of permits granted to burn grass, brush, 
etc., were thirty-seven. 

Recommendation—In submitting this report to you, 
gentlemen, I ask you, when making your appropriations for 
the coming year, not to forget the importance of an up-to- 
date fire department of our city. 

A modern fire department, motorized, and fully 
equipped, is one of the best assets any city or town can 
possess. The timely arrival of a fire department at a place 
of fire is most essential. The history of any conflagration 
will show that the first few minutes after the outbreak of 
fire, is the time when a fireman's work is most effective. 
Under our present system those few minutes, and several 
more, are inevitably lost. Considering those, and other 
things, gentlemen, I recommend to you, the purchase of a 
combination hose and chemical truck for our fire depart- 
ment, and, thereby, fulfill a much needed requirement in 
our city.

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Peele REPORT OF. THE, TRUSTEES: OF 
THE SOMERSWORTH PUBLIC LIBRARY. 


To His Honor, the Mayor, and the Honorable City Council: 


A Public Library is of great educational and inspira- 
tional value to a community, making, as it does, for uplift 
and good citizenship. Our library is under some handicaps 
which many other libraries of similar size do not have to 
contend against. Libraries, to achieve their highest meas- 
ure of success, should be on the ground floor in a central 
location, and should, if not in a building wholly of fireproof 
construction, at least have one fireproof room in which to 
keep books of much value and irreplaceable volumes and 
documents, sothat people would be induced to donate such 
‘volumes and documents to the library, knowing that, not 
_ being exposed to the fire menace, they will be permanently 
preserved. Our library is upstairs, a fact which materially 
operates against its use, and is in one large room, which 
can not well be divided up for study and reading purposes. 


It is to be hoped that these facts may appeal to some 
son or daughter of Somersworth to such an extent as to 
induce the donation of a suitable building which will greatly 
increase the usefulness of the institution. 


Nevertheless, in spite of its handicaps, our library has 
done grand good work during the past year under its effi- 
cient librarian, Mrs Leona Savithes, as her report to the 
trustees, appended to this report, will show. 


In view of the continued demand for new books, which 
are essential to the usefulness of a public library, and con- 
sidering the cost of everything coming into library main- 
tenance, the trustees are of the opinion that the city coun- 
cil should make a special appropriation of at least $2,000, 
which, with the regular appropriation, will give for library

use the sum of about $2,500, an amount considerably less 
than other similar libraries in the State have for their sup- 


port.

mEPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN: 


To the Trustees of the Somersworth Public Library: 


Gentlemen: Herewith is submitted the report of the 
librarian for the year ending February 28, 1921: 

_. In rendering an account ofthe work. it is well to say 
that it has been carried on successfully and that it has been 
a busy year with pleasing results; the number of borrow- 
ers has steadily increased and the library has been able to 
meet the demands of its patrons, to a great extent, by the 
purchase of books which have been added regularly during 
the past year. ass 

This arrangement gives satisfaction; the new books 
are ready for circulation on the first and fifteenth of each 
month. Through the courtesy of Mr.’ Wells a list of the 
books added is published in the Free Press monthly. 
There is no better way to make our library not only appre- 
ciated, but really an institution of learning and power, than 
to obtain recent publications and thus give the patrons an 
opportunity of securing up-to-date books on all subjects. 

In order to have the funds to purchase a small per 
cent of new books it has been necessary to somewhat 
neglect other branches of the work, and to do without 
many needed reference books, a card cabinet to supple- 
ment the one now in use, a telephone, and other necessi- 
ties. Re a 
The picture collection for use in schools and clubs and 
for bulletin purposes has been sorted to save time in hand- 
ling; pamphlets have been catalogued and clippings have 
been cut, mounted, and placed in proper file for convenience. 

The school pupils are constantly consulting books of 
reference in the library, thus proving that the work of the 
schools and library is closely allied. Many a person 
receives no inspiration. and instruction other than that 
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obtained from books after he has left school. Whatever 
educates the individual also helps to educate the commun- 
ity; this appears to be the chief ground on which library 
support by public funds is justified. | 

It does not seem probable that books will soon be mod- 
erate in cost; in fact this may be said of all library expen- 
ditures, salaries, care of the building, supplies, magazine 
subscriptions, binding books, lighting, and other items. 

In order to do the work we must be provided with suf- 
ficient funds; a comparison of our library appropriation 
with that of other New Hampshire cities of similar size will 
show that we are receiving a rather limited amount. 

It is my earnest desire that the matter of an increased 
appropriation may be presented to the City Council in such 
a manner that they will see the necessity of granting us an 
adequate sum with which to carry on the work satisfac- 
torily. 

I wish at this time to express my appreciation of the 
help and co-operation given me by your board during the 
past year. |

SIGNALS. 


One stroke of the bell is the all-out signal. 


2-2-2 strokes of the bell are for a brush fire, or a fire 
seen at a distance, where the department is needed. 


One stroke of the bell is the engineer’s test. 
The above signals are given only by the chief engineer. 
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GENERAL RULES. 


Firemen, as well as citizens, should familiarize them- 
selves with the following rules for giving alarms of fire: 


i. Never pull a box for a fire seen at a distance. 


2. Never pull a box while the alarm bells are ringing, not 
until a box has completed its four rounds. Two 
boxes cannot operate together, and neither will work 
if two are pulled at the same time, Never pull two 
alarms or two boxes for the same fire. 


3. To ring in an alarm, break the glass in the key-box and 
open the outside door with the key. Pull down the 
brass crank seen inside, till it stops, then let go. 
Then let the box alone. The clock will be seen or 
heard to be running, and the alarm will follow in half 
a minute or so. Close the door, but do, not try to 
remove the key, as it is locked in a track lock and 
can only be removed by a release key, which is car- 
ried by each engineer, who will, as soon as conven- 
ient, release and return it. Remember that the 

e firemen will come directly to the box which has been 
pulled, and be sure that someone stays at the box to 
direct them to the fire. 


4. Never pull an alarm for a fire seen at a distance. 
Never touch a box except to give an alarm of fire. 
Give an alarm for no cause other than actual fire. 
Don’t give an alarm for a chimney fire.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF 
SCHOOLS 


Members of the School Board, 
Somersworth, N. H. 

Gentlemen:—I have the honor to submit herewith 
my first annual report as Superintendent of your 
schools. In it I shall discuss briefly some of the larger 
problems of school organization, and to some extent 
suggest their solution. 


AIMS OF EDUCATION 


The aims of education are, broadly speaking, either 
practical or cultural. By practical education is meant 
that training and those subjects which are especially 
helpful in the ordinary affairs of life, or aid in earn- 
ing a livelihood; cultural education, on the other hand, 
refers to the enjoyment and satisfaction one derives 
from the study of a subject, as of a poem, a work of 
art, or a foreign language. While it is impossible to 
separate these two aims entirely in any partciular sub- 
ject, it is true that one or the other usually predomi- 
nates. In stenography and bookkeeping the aim is to 
train efficient stenographers and bookkeepers; while 
pupils study Latin and literature largely for their cul- 
tural value. With this understanding we may then 
say that the high school should furnish cultural courses 
for those who are planning to go to college or wish a 
broad general education, practical courses for those 
who intend to go into business, but the elementary 
school should be eminently practical. 
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PROGRAM OF STUDIES 

In order that parents and voters may know what 
Subjects are being taught in the elementary schools and 
how much time, approximately, is devoted to each, I 
have compiled the following table from the work of 
the class rooms.

It will be seen at once that emphasis is being placed 
upon the “fundamentals,” upon those subjects which 
furnish the body of information and skill which every 
child musi have in order to compete upon an equal foot- 
ing with his fellows. The only subject in the list 
which does not receive an adequate allotment is Na- 
ture Study. It is very desirable that every boy and 
girl should know the birds, the trees and wild flowers. 
Another serious defect of the above program is that not 
enough provision is made for hand training. 
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In addition to the above the High school enrollment 
was:

Junior Class, 21

The total enrollment September, 1921, was 648. 
A study of this table shows: 


1. The number of over-age pupils in the elemen- 
tary schools is very large, one-half of the enrollment. 

2. While there are forty-eight pupils between 15 
and 16 years of age enrolled in the elementary schools, 
there are only two over 16 years of age. With few ex- 
ceptions, over age pupils leave school when they be- 
come 16, irrespective of the grade in which they are 
enrolled, unless they have completed the eighth grade 
and are in the High School. 


3. The educational attainments of these forty-eight 
boys and girls will average about that of a fifth grade 
pupil—certainly a very poor preparation for the re- 
sponsibilities of home and of citizenship, a meager 
equipment with which to compete with those better 
educated. 

4. There are 135 boys and girls who are three or 
more years over age for their grade and who, in all 
probability, will not complete the work of the seventh 
grade. 

EDUCATIONAL OPPORTUNITIES 


The conclusion, from the age-grade enrollment given 
above is that the problem of public education in Som- 
ersworth is three-fold. 


_A. For those who continue their education beyond 
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the elementary school the city of Somersworth offers 
three four-year courses in preparation for college, for 
general cultural education and in preparation for bus- 
iness. ‘These courses are along the lines laid down by 
the State board of education. ) 

B. Those who leave school on completing the eighth 
grade have secured a thorough drill in the ‘“‘funda- 
mentals’” and in the history of our country, and have 
studied several of our best works of literature. 

C. ‘Those who leave school on becoming sixteen and 
before entering the eighth grade have a relatively poor 
equipment with which to fight the battle of life, for 
they do not have the education and training to enable 
them to compete, on even terms, with their better 
trained fellows. 


SUGGESTED REMEDIES 
1. Hand Education. 


With the exception of drawing the schools of Som- 
ersworth do very little to educate the hand. In olden 
days the mother taught the daughter the arts of good 
housekeeping, and the father instructed the son in the 
use of tools. There was always plenty of manual work 
to be done at home; but our mode of life has greatly 
changed. No longer does the home afford such manual 
training and skill as our boys and girls should acquire. 
This task is now generally undertaken by the school, 
for the future welfare of the boys and girls demand 
that they should have such training. If the husband 
is able to do repair work around the house; if the wife 
can prepare a balanced meal, mend, sew, and perform 
the other duties of a good housewife, the house is likely 
to become a home in reality. Not only for its future 
usefulness should hand training be taught, but experi- 
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ence shows that the pupils are more interested in their 
other subjects when they have instruction of this kind. 

In many cities all over-age, retarded pupils are given 
two years of manual training and home-making be- 
tween the ages of 14 and 16, irrespective of what grade 
they may attend. 


2. Special Classes. 

We have one special class already. At present writ- 
ing it has twenty-one members whose ages are from 
18 to 16, and whose scholastic attainments will average 
between third and fourth grade. The advantages of 
this type of school are: 

1. The backward pupil receives individual instruc- 
tion, much the same as in the old district school. 

2. The pupils are of about the same age and at- 
tainments, and consequently do better work and feel 
freer to recite and to express themselves, whereas if 
they are in a room of forty third grade pupils, these 
boys and girls would do very little. They feel out of 
place with the younger children, and the pupils of nor- 
mal age are better off by themselves. 

3. Their presence in the lower classes would greatly 
overcrowd rooms which are already filled to capacity. 

Another school of this type providing more advanced 
instruction would materially relieve the situation in 
grades four and five. 


MANUAL TRAINING AND HOME-MAKING 


The work of these teachers would naturally be 
grouped as follows: : 

1. For those pupils in grades three to seven who 
will not enter the eighth grade. 

2. For the boys and girls in the seventh and eighth 
a 
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grades, two seventy-five minute recitations per week, 
sewing forty-five minutes per week for grades five and 
‘Six. 

3. Elective courses in the high school, including 
dressmaking, millinery, household chemistry for the 
girls, and two years of mechanical drawing, five double 
periods per week, for the boys. 

The teachers of these two special subjects should 
have four years of training in preparation for their 
work. We have the rooms, and the cost of equipment 
will not be very heavy, possibly $600. The total yearly 
expense of these two departments including teachers 
and supplies, should not exceed $3,300. This amount 
on an assessed valuation of over seven million dollars 
($7,000,000) is very small in view of results obtained. 


HEALTH TRAINING 


Through arrangements made with a committee of 
the Red Cross it became possible to have a school nurse 
whose duty it is not only to make physical examina- 
tion of the pupils, but also to report to the parent any 
case which requires medical attention. In many in- 
stances she visits the homes and urges the need of 
treatment. It is a pleasure for me to say that the 
school nurse, Miss Ellen F. Doran, is securing splen- 
did results which will make for better health and better 
school work. 

The instruction and practice in health training are 
organized along the following lines: 

1. Study of text books in intermediate grades, and 
talks by the teachers in the primary grades, especially 
along the lines of personal hygiene. 

2. Physical exercise at least once a day under a 
competent leader. 
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3. “Health Chores,” under the general direction of 
the school nurse. 

The object of the “Health Chores,” is to have the 
boys and girls form habits which will promote good 
health, such as fresh air in the sleeping room, cleaning 
the teeth, regular bathing, diet, etc. 

4. Medical inspection. 

The report of the school nurse ending March 1, 1921, 
shows what the examiner found. Notices sent to pa- 
rents by the examiner, and the results obtained since 
the examination was started.

In addition to the above physical examinations the 
nurse has made 182 home calls, thus following up the 
examination with an effort to secure the necessary 
medical treatment. 
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GARDEN AND DRAWING EXHIBIT 


An exhibit of the garden products which the children 
raised during the summer, and of the drawing done in 
school, was held in the vacant store on High Street, 
October 7, 8 and 9, afternoon and evening. 

The number and quality of vegetable entries showed 
that the boys and girls were interested in gardening. 
A total of 117 pupils—66 boys and 51 girls—entered 
into competition for the various prizes. Of the 117 
pupils 43 entered one kind of vegetable, 37 two kinds of 
vegetables and 37 three or more kinds. No entries 
were made by pupils of last year’s eighth grade, who 
are now in the High school, nor by the pupils of the 
first grade. Through the generosity of several of our 
public spirited citizens suitable prizes were offered. 
The wide interest and excellent results of the garden 
movement last year would, it seems to me, warrant 
careful consideration on the part of the School Board 
of placing the home garden work of the city under the 
supervision of a teacher during the summer months, 
who should be paid for her services. This is done in 
many places and has been found very helpful. 

The value of home-gardening is greater today than 
ever before. Not only does it aid in the production of 
food, but it emphasizes home and home life. It is very 
important, therefore, to teach our boys and girls how 
to do the work in the best way. The drawing exhibit 
was of a high order and did credit to teacher and pupils 
alike. The exhibit was viewed by about 500 people, 
and it should become a regular part of our school work. 


HIGH SCHOOL 


Your attention is especially invited to the report of 
Mr. Uniack, Headmaster of the High School. His re- 
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port deals with several matters of vital interest and 
should receive careful consideration. 


It seems to me that there is urgent need of strength- 

ening the work and courses of the High School, so that 
it will attract more pupils. Something along this line 
has been accomplished this year, but much more is 
necessary. The English work, instead of being di- 
vided among four teachers, should be largely under the 
supervision of one teacher. Manual arts courses would 
be not only profitable in themselves but the additional 
teaching force would make it possible to lessen the 
number of periods from seven to six, thereby greatly 
increasing the efficiency of the school. In this way it 
would also be possible to have supervised study, thus 
teaching the boys and girls how to study. This ar- 
rangement would also make it possible to use the li- 
brary method in preparing lessons in history and 
kindred subjects. 
_ A new high school building is certainly very desir- 
able. If the fathers and mothers appreciated the con- 
ditions under which their children work there is nc 
question in my mind that they would vote the necessary 
funds for adequate building and equipment. 


EVENING SCHOOL 


The evening school opened on October 4th with 
eight teachers. Owing to the crowded condition of one 
of the rooms an assistant was secured part of the time. 
The attendance was affected to some extent by eco- 
nomic and industrial conditions, some of the men and 
women leaving Somersworth to secure employment 
elsewhere. The results have been extremely gratify- 
ing. Nearly all were vitally interested in their studies. 
The teachers worked faithfully and displayed such un- 
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usual skill and tact that they gained the respect and 
confidence of their pupils. The citizenship classes 
made splendid progress. Social “get-togethers” were 
held from time to time and were enjoyed by all. A 
strenuous effort should be made another year to secure 
the interest and attendance of more women over 21 
years of age.

loss. I am confident that the schools are doing good 
work, and that at the close of the school year the quan- 
tity and quality of instruction will rank uniformly 
high. 

In conclusion I wish to thank the members of the 
School Board and the teachers for their uniform cour- 
tesy and loyal co-operation.

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REPORT OF HEAD MASTER OF HIGH SCh@ar 


Lo the Superintendent of Schools: 


Dear Sir:—In accordance with your request I here- 
with submit to you a report of the work of the High school — 
for the current year. 


The opening of the school year in September found 
two new teachers on the staff. Miss Minna Bretschneider, 
who for some years past conducted most efficiently the 
department of modern languages, had resigned and Miss 
Marion Sanders, a graduate of Bates, was secured to fill the 
vacancy. The Latin department also had suffered a 
change, Miss Small resigning, to be succeeded by Miss 
Elizabeth Caverno, a graduate of Jackson college. 

Our course of studies, though not as broad as that of 
many of the larger High schools, is on the whole a most 
efficient one. For those seeking a collegiate education 
there is an academic curriculum sufficiently broad in its 
scope to prepare for any of our New England colleges, 
while for those commercially inclined we have a curriculum 
which compares favorably with that of any High school in 
the State. In addition to these there is a general course 
merging on either hand into both the others, yet distinc- 
tive in this, that it seeks not to specialize, but rather to 
endow our pupils with broad community interests and a 
larger and more tolerant concept of our national life. This 
year, with a view to the lessening of duplication in the com- 
mercial course, a few minor changes were made. Commer- 
cial arithmetic, which formerly comprised a full year’s 
work, is now given but one half-year while the remaining 
half is devoted to bookkeeping and typewriting. Thus 
typewriting is begun in the Freshman class and continued 
through to the end of the Senior year. The purpose of 
this change is to habituate the pupils to ease and rapidity 
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in typewriting so that they may readily transcribe the let- 
ters taken in dictation in the Junior stenography class. In 
the academic curriculum advanced Math., which is offered 
biennially, is being taken this year by a large group of 
Juniors and Seniors, Since this course is largely one for 
college preparation it argues well for the number of young 
men who will enter college next fall. The sciences and 
languages ,both ancient and modern, are offered without any 
substantial change, and all with such effective results as to 
warrant the high place which they hold in our course of 
study. 


To the city of Somersworth, whose industries are 
largely textile, it would appear that the introduction of 
industrial training in our school would be extremely bene- 
ficial; for despite the arguments offered as to the narrowing 
influences of vocational training with its tendency to lessen 
a boy's grasp of some future, and more or less vague, oppor- 
tunity, the fact remains that most of our young men will 
seek employment here in Somersworth and, indeed, it is to 
our advantage to keep them here. It is poor business 
policy to educate boys that they may become better citi- 
zens of other cities. We should be selfish enough to want 
the -best for ourselves. The four-leaved clover is, as a 
rule, found on one’s own lawn if one has the patience to 
search for it, and though the glamour of distant lands may 
attract a few, the economic possibilities of the many in 
home industries are, when properly magnified, exceedingly 
great. It is the experience of cities of enterprising growth 
that its youth, trained with an eye to the industrial advan- 
tages of their own peculiar situation, form an animated bul- 
wark against which all the arts of their competitors are 
hurled in vain. Lowell has its Textile school, so has Fall 
River, and the school of trades in Worcester has contrib- 
uted much to that city’s economic growth. Wemight well . 
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profit by the example of these cities and by a proper train- 
ing of our youth forestall that lethargy which usually fol- 
lows in the wake of unprogressiveness. 


Some few measures have been adopted recently in an 
effort to unify the school and place it on a soundly organ-. 
ized basis. In other words we are seeking concerted 
action on the part of the school as a whole rather than a 
diversity of effort on the part of separate and distinct 
‘classes. To this end matters extraneous to the curricula 
are entrusted to the pupils themselves. The morning 
exercises are quite frequently conducted by members of the 
_ Senior class; exercises in observance of our school holidays 
are placed in charge of committees from the severa} 
classes and a number of open forum meetings, either for 
the purpose of imparting a knowledge of civics or of engen- 
dering a proper school spirit in athletics and other school 
functions, have been held. We hope, in the course of 
the year, to broaden these activities, seeking by their 
means to arouse a sense of individual responsibility and 
a greater iitiative and aggressiveness which can be 
acquired in no other way. If our boys and girls are to 
become material factors in com munity life then the quali- 
ties of leadership connoted by such activities will prove a 
distinct advantage to our city. 


As in former years the one great problem which con- 
fronts our teachers is the indifferent attitude which some 
of our pupils take concerning home study. Success is the 
result not of surpassing mental ability, but rather of con- 
stant application. This I think is a truism; and while it is 
no wish of ours that our pupils ruin their health by over- 
study, yet we feel that a modicum of outside work is neces- 
sary and that without it the .best-directed efforts of the 
teachers are expended to little purpose. In these days of 
ubiquitous amusements the interest in school work is 
divided by virile outside competition. Nor is the problem 
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confined to Somersworth exclusively; it is as far reaching 
as education itself. As solutions of the difficulty many 
schemes have been offered, the best of which, perhaps, is 
supervised study. Under this plan practically all school 
work is done in school, just as all factory work is done in 
the factory. This, it is true, would necessitate a longer 
school day with its resultant, a sustained mental effort 
which might prove harmful to immature minds, but it is 
felt that any such detrimental effects would be counter- 
acted by the ease with which the lessons are mastered 
under the supervision of the teacher. In the latter case 
the expenditure of energy on the part of the pupil would be 
far less than that occasioned’by the worry and ofttimes dis- 
couragement which would attend his own unaided efforts at 
home. All too frequently an assigned home _ lesson 
assumes insurmountable proportions when an unexplained 
difficulty presents? itself, whereas when the teacher is at 
hand to smooth the rough way, the mountain dwindles to a 
molehill, and what was once plain drudgery now becomes a 
pleasure. The beneficial effects reported by those teachers 
who have tried this plan lead us to the belief that similar 
results would follow its introduction in our school. 


The adoption of supervised study method presupposes 
the existence of a working reference library without which 
the plan is doomed to failure. We have, at present, the 
nucleus of such a library, but it is not adequate for thorough 
work, nor is it conveniently housed for ready access by the 
pupils. Since the sole purpose of supervised study is the 
elimination of waste, both of time and effort, your library 
should be such as to obviate promiscuous reference to out- 
side sources of information or any unwarranted delay in 
securing the books within the school itself. A room 
devoted to no other purpose than that of reference room, 
equipped with table and chairs with book shelves in close 
juxtaposition is one of our immediate needs. Such a room, 
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constituting, as it would, a laboratory for work in History, 
Economics, Commercial Geography and kindred subjects 
would lighten the labors of both teacher and pupil and ren- 
der a service whose value would be extremely large in com- 
parison with the outlay. 


The mere mention of room brings us at once to a dis 
cussion of the building within which all our activities are 
centered. Our main room serves a threefold purpose; it is 
an assembly hall, a study hall, and a recitation room. The 
disadvantages are obvious. Distractions are fatal to con- 
centrated effort in study. The ideal study hall should be 
distinguished by its silence, yet our pupils are required to 
study in a room whose walls echo to a discussion of the 
humorous antics of Puck or a long-winded proof of an 
intricate geometrical proposition. It is unfair to our boys 
and girls to require them to study under such conditions 
and then chide them for doing their work superficially. The 
wonder of it is that they accomplish as much as they do. 
Then, too, several of our smaller class rooms have reached 
the limit of capacity. Designed primarily to seat about 
eighteen pupils, they are now called upon to accommodate 
twenty-six, while the narrow space in the aisles by the 
blackboards disqualifies any plump student from board 
work. In addition to this, the double seats in these rooms 
impose added burdens upon the virtue of self-restraint. 
The proximity of a rib to an elbow is beyond boyish endu- 
rance, yet if the elbow does slip, it is as logical to punish 
the owner of it as itis to whip a dog for turning round sev- 
eral times before he lies down. If these conditions could 
be remedied, the school would show greater dividends in 
both quality and quantity of work. The benefits of such 
remedial measures are quite apparent in the improvements 
made in the commercial room last summer. The glass 
partition segregating the typewriters from the rest of the 
room has abated immeasurably the noise and clatter inci- 
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dent to the act of typewriting, thus freeing the rest from a 
distraction which could not act otherwise than as a harmful 
deterrent in their work. 

In conclusion it seems fitting to say a word or two con- 
cerning results, for as a workman is judged by his product, 
so a school is judged by its graduates. During the past 
few years 36 per cent of our graduates have entered coilege, 
normal school, or other institutions of post secondary 
grade, not including business colleges. Since the average 
for the State during the same period is but 31 per cent, it 
will be seen that our school holds a position that is most 
creditable. Nor can we limit our praise to these alone; the 
remaining 64 per cent is deserving a word of commenda- 
tion. They have in the past and are now, filling positions 
of responsibility and we feel that their success is due in 
large measure to the influences for good habit formation 
which Somersworth High school exerted upon them in the 
period of their youth.

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REPORT OF SUPERVISOR OF MUSIC. 


To the Superintendent of Schools and the Board of Educa- 
tion of Somersworth: 


Gentlemen: I herewith submit my fourth annual 
report as supervisor of music in Somersworth. 

Music will not help every child to make a living, but 
music will help prepare every child to live. It is, there- 
fore, the mission of public school music to endeavor to teach 
‘boys and girls to sing with enjoyment and to listen with 
understanding. 

The splendid results of a carefully planned course in 


music have been steadily creeping upward ‘until this year 
they are most noticeable in grade seven. The good founda- 
tion work is continuing in all grades below those men- 
tioned, the “Progressive Books” being used for foundation 
material. Last September we purchased “Junior Songs” 
by Hollis Dann for use during our weekly assembly period 
at the Chandler building. The way in which the pupils use 
the books proves our choice a wise one. In addition to 
chorus singing, one Wednesday a month is devoted to the 
study of a program of music such as the boys and girls 
would hear at a good concert. This work enables all to 
become familiar with music which they ought to know and 
to learn about the world’s greatest musicians. Much 
enthusiasm has been shown by the pupils in the bringing 
of pictures and clippings for our music bulletin board. It 
is our desire that soon this board may be placed where all 
the children can more easily see it. 

When the Somersworth Post of the American Legion 
held a Memorial service at the Somersworth Theatre, 
thirty boys and girls from our grammar school sang patri- 
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otic songs. Our orchestra of three violins and piano helped 
make our Christmas program a success. 


We are soon to have a music memory contest in the 
Chandler school and the High school. A group of old 
time favorite songs will be used, the names of which will be 
given to the pupils several weeks before the coutest takes 
place. It is our desire that a book of such songs be pre- 
sented to the pupil who can recognize the largest number 
of the songs when they are played on the appointed day. 


The lower grades are making good progress. The 
work with the monotones, or passive children, which I have 
explained in previous reports, has been most conscientiously 
done by our lower grade teachers and to them much credit 
is due. Your supervisor would be pleased to have parents 
of pupils in grades one, two, and three, visit the Union 
Street school on Monday afternoon, or the Burleigh school 
on Wednesday morning that they may understand and 
enjoy the special attention given to the boys and girls who 
need that help in music’ At the Burleigh school we are 
having special appreciation lessons every other week, and 
at the Union street school the alternate Friday afternoon. 
We find them most helpful. 


Several members of the Music department of our 
Woman’s club visited High school one afternoon last spring 
and gave a most interesting program for the students. 
After the program the chorus sang for our visitors. The 
chorus also furnished music for graduation, assisted by 
Miss May C. Fuller, violinist, and Miss Alice Lang, 
accompanist. We have our music bulletin board at High 
school and feel that it is a help in bringing before the stu- 
dents current events in music. An orchestra has been 
started at High school this year under the direction oj 
Miss Elizabeth Caverno, and a glee club of fifteen girls 
directed by your supervisor. Our glee club assisted in a 
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program of carols at Christmas time, and is soon to sing 
for the Woman’s club. 

The High school students play for opening exercises, 
glee club, and orchestra. Therefore, we felt that all stu- 
dents should have the privilege of singing together once a 
week, and for that reason we asked if we might have an 
accompanist from outside for our regular chorus period 
once each week. Our request was granted and Miss Doris 
Lamb is filling that position. 

We hope in the spring, as a special feature of the 
year's work, to give a demonstration of the music work in 
song beginning with grade one and closing with the High 
‘school. We would like the parents and friends of the boys 
and girls to hear, to understand, and to enjoy the instruc- 
tion in music which their children are receiving. 

For the co-operation and help of the superintendent, 
teachers, and friends I wish to express my sincere appreci- 
ation.

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REPORT OF TEACHER OF DRAWING. 


Lo the Superintendent of Schools and Members of the 
School Board: 


Gentlemen: It is with pleasure that I submit the 
report of my tenth year’s work of drawing in this city. 

We have used brushes this year in all the grades; ink 
has also been used with them, and good results have been 
obtained. The use of the brush gives training of great 
value, which cannot be given by the pencil alone. Some 
of the teachers report an improvement in free arm move- 
ment in writing, which has resulted from the use of the 
brush in the drawing lessons. The pupils have also used 
colors, which are now being used from the second, through 
to the eighth grade. I think that when a child expresses 
the color of an object, he expresses the form more correctly. 
In the second and third grades only the primary colors are 
used, from which the children are taught to derive the vari- 
ous other colors. In the fourth and remaining grades, all 
the colors are used. 

Each room is provided with a set of crayons. In the 
first grade the children have a special crayon, which is 
larger and easier for them to use. The results from this 
work have been far better than my expectation. The 
children’s interest has been intense, and the drawings have 
been true to nature. In the lower grades, the study of the 
actual facts of the solids, number of faces, shapes 
Seeeeeees ctc., .bhave gone. hand in. hand with a 
study of their appearance, under different condi- 
tions. This prepares the way for perspective draw- 
ings in the grammar grades, Charcoal is also used in 
the grammar grades for still-life and pose drawing. 

During the second term of the year the pupils of the 
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eighth grade are allowed to choose the subjects they like 
best, whether it be mechanical or free-hand drawing. In 
so doing I have been able to determine in what line each | 
pupil excelled, and have been able to give him training in 
that particular subject. 

In the High school the boys have taken mechanical 
drawing, while the girls have taken free hand work. 


In September Mr. Nagle very kindly let us have his 
store on High street, to hold our annual exhibition in. The 
exhibition was open to the public for four days. About 
five hundred people came during this time. I wish that 
more of the parents had attended it, so that they could 
have seen what good work their children had accomplished. 
Through the generosity of some of the citizens, prizes were 
awarded to those who had done the best work. Mrs. 
Dougherty, Mrs. Tardiff, and Mrs. Reynolds served as 
judges. !

Gentlemen: In accordance with the city ordinances, 
your Board of Water Commissioners herewith submit the 
following annual report for the year ending. February 28, 
1921. : 


Following the usual custom, the commissioners met at 
their office in the city building June 16, 1920, and organ- 
ized by electing Frank E. Hobbs, chairman, and Charles 
F. Crockett, clerk. John F. Lucey was elected superin- 
tendent of water works. 


PUMPING STATION. 


The machinery at the pumping station has been 
painted during the past year. Both pumping units are in 
first class condition and capable of doing as good work as 
when they were installed. The smaller unit, although in 
very good condition, is not, in our opinion, large enough for 
a city the size of Somersworth. We would recommend 
the installing of an electric pumping unit of larger capacity.
